1871—54 years ago, “It*was only 
to come into operation in such 
towns or. districts as proclaimed 
by' the Governor, and it was 50 
applied to Colombo and. possibly 
also to Kandy and Buralla,: At 
any rate! the. Ordinance ‘provided 
for the appointment of Registrars 
of domestic Servants and it. was 
made the duty of employers to 
cnuse thelr.servants to be regis- 
‘tered if ‘the Ordinance’ ‘was 
made to apply to their . district, 
The employer had. to furnish the 
Registrar with a list’ of his Ser- 
vants,.and it. was. made the duty 
of every servant to lattend before 


the Registrar ahd furnish informa- } 


tion regarding age, country, previ- 
ous experience, ete. Each ser- 
vant was then to:be given a pocket 


register in«which all entries were] ‘

become domestic servants after

A Further Opinion. 


. A-prominent member of the com- 
munity, asked hig views on. the 
question, said it had to be remem- 
bered that there.was no limitless 
supply of domestic’ servants -and 
compulsory . fingerprinting and 
photography would ‘probably cause 
some men who would have drifted 
into ‘domestic service to remain out- 
side. . There’ was the danger of 
diminishing the supply and putting 
up wages. It had been stated by 
people that registration would give 
them better control of servants, but’ 
it was difficult to discover just what 
that meant. It was said‘ that, it 
could be known what wages a man 


‘was getting before, but surely that 


could be discovered now by asking 
his ‘previous employer. Men 
generally, changed their jobs‘ be- 
cause they wanted to get. higher 
there “was, nothing 
aguinst’ ‘that aspiration. Why 
should u‘yood servant be handi- 
cupped by not being able “to-get 
moré wages thah a bad one? If 
the law ‘gave to masters .and’ mis- 
tresses the power of giving a, ser- 
vant a bad  character;.: then the 
servant. ought to«have:: an ‘oppor-| 
tunity of going to an ‘impartial 
tribunal and saying that the state.
